The definition of burglary as set 


forth in section 12438 of the Gener- 
al Code is as follows:— 


"Whoever, in the night season, 


maliciously 
and forcibly 
breaks 


and enters an unhabited dwelling 
house, or other building, with in- 
tent to commit a felony, or with 
intent to steal property of any 
value is deemed guilty of burg- 
lary." 


The jury is instructed 
that a 


"poultry house" in law is consider- 
ed to be within the Statute making 
it burglary to maliciously and for- 
cibly break and enter "other build- 
ing" that those specifically named 
in the Statute, provided the "poul- 
try house" is a structure of some 


• permanence. 
A mere temporary 


movable chicken coop is not such 
a structure as comes within the 
Statute prescribing the crime of 
burglary. 


Before you can find the defend- 


ant guilty of burglary, you must 
find that defendant maliciously and 
forceably broke and entered a 
"poultry house" of some perman- 
ency with intent to steal property 
of any value. 


You will observe that whatever 


is done by the defendant, Moses 
Rutter, in order that he may be 
convicted of burglary is, First, 
that he must do it in the "night 
season." The term "night season" 
is meant the period <>f time inter- 
vening between the termination of 
daylight in the evening to the ear- 
liest dawn of the following morn- 
ing. 


The second thing for you to ob- 


serve is that which is done must 
be done maliciously or with mal- 
ice. "Malice" in theoiy of law is 
that state of mind which prompts 
the voluntary doing of an unlaw- 
ful act to the injury of another. 


The third element

The Statute 
requires that the breaking must be 
forcible. There must be the ap- 
plication of so much force as is 
necessary to remove the obstruc-

The fourth element of burglary 


is that the party must enter the 
building, that is, all or some por- 
tion of the body of the person 
charged 
must 
get within 
the 


building. 


And Fifth, the entering of the 


building, the "poultry house" in 
this case, must be accompanied by 
an "intent" to commit a felony or 
there must be present the intent- 
ion at the time the party thus 
breaks and enters in the night sea- 
son to steal property of some value. 


The defendant is charged in the 


indictment against him with both 
b u r g l a r y and larceny; the 
elements which constitute burglary 
under the laws of Ohio have been 
already explained to you. LAR- 
CENY is defined by Section 12447 
of the General Code to be: 


"Whoever steals any thing of 


value is guilty of Larceny." 


Before you find the defendant 


guilty of larceny, you must find, 


glary, and if you so find all those 
elements proved to satisfy you be- 
yond a reasonable 
doubt, you 


should return a verdict of guilty 
as charged in the indictment 


But if there is a reasonable 


doubt in your minds as to any 
one of more of these material 
elements to convict of burglary, 
you should return a verdict of not 
guilty of Burglary. 


Then you should extend your in- 


quiry to learn if the crime of lar- 
ceny has been committed, and if 
the evidence satisfies you beyond 
a reasonable doubt that the defen- 
fendant maliciously took and carr- 
ted away some of the personal pro- 
perty named in the indictment, and 
belonging to the owner as charged 
in the indictment, you should re- 
turn a verdict of guilty of larceny. 


If larceny is your verdict, you 


must fill in on the blank space in 
the verdict the value that you find 
the property so stolen to be. 


If you do not find the defendant 


guilty of either Burglary or Lar- 
ceny beyond a reasonable doubt, 
you should return a vedict of not 
guilty. The law as given you by 
the Judge is the law of this case 
and it is your duty to follow it. 


You are the sole judges of the 


facts and evidence, and the credib- 
ility of the witnesses who have 
testified in this case. In weighing- 
their testimony, you should con- 
sider what the witnesses say .with 
reference to their means of knowl- 
edge, the correctness of their 
memory, the reasonableness and 
probability of what they have to 
say, their 
manner of testifying, j 


their candor, their interest, and in 
general, all the circumstances sur-
